the PostofEco Department, anU almost 
every Department at Washington, and 
that a letter from mo to those places 
will ho of no use whatever. Appli- 
cants will j)lease take notice of theso 
transfers of property." During h's ser- 
mon Beecher said liberalism and na- 
tional preaching were pleating ruffles, 
were ti.xing ruffled shirts and putting 
cologne on men who were rotten with 
moral corruption. "If there is one thing 
1 consider thorouahly indecent," con- 
tinued Beecher, "it is the way in which 
criiuinala are cossottcd and carried out 
of life. When a niucderer is to bo 
hanged, thO' women- send flowera. to 
him, and would kiss an uncle for his 
sake. The nriest.3 run to him, and the 
philautropists hurry after them. 'Flo's 
going to die.' Are not one hundred 
thousand persons dying all around, and 
there is nobody to run to them ( There 
is no sj'mpathy for them. But if a 
monster is going to die for foul mur- 
der, the floodgates of Ryuijiathy are op- 
ened, and the news[)apers tell us that 
he lias died trusting iu Jesus. Faugh I 
What mischief that thief on the cross 
did ! Can a man who has crept up to 
tho gallows, through the common sew- 
ers, at tho last moment, just before the 
last effort to obtain pardon, suddenly 
blossom out into a fervent religious life'l 
I don't belicive it." 

Chicago, March 9. — The funeral of 
a victim of small-po.\ took place yester- 
day. A t the gate of the cemetery only 
three pall bearers carried the coffiin, 
They requested a fourth to assist, but 
he refused. The corpse was thrown 
into the centre of a rubbish pile and 
the pall-beareris commenced a fight, 
which was finally participated in by all 
present. Picks and shovels were used, 
and a nutnber of mourners were badly 
injured.

'mocking^ AT OUIt CALAMITY. 

Tho Ottawa Free Press is laugl.lnir 
rU over its face at Mr. Dk Cosmos and 
Vancouver Islanders. It pi-ofesses to 
svmiiatliizo with us and admits the 
force of the argument in favor of a 
ferry from English l!ay to Nanaimo, 
and tho construction of the railway 
from that point to Esquimalt; bui 
thinks the present "betrayed and for- 
saken" position of the Falanders is 
"well-deserved." It refer.s to tho treat- 
ment Jlr. Edgau received when lie 
came licre with an offer of the Ishmd 
railway in his handu, and tho insult 
offered to tho gov. -general in 1876, and 
adds, "when we hear INIr. DeCosmos 
branding Mr. TiirTCii as a spy, the 
word recalls the timo when tho same 
term v/as applied by tho sann> li[is to 
better men, and we can only L-uuHole 
him by observing that tho people of 
Vancouver Island are properly i oward- 
cd for their subserviency." We have 
always regarded tho refusal of British 
Columbia to negotiate with Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's envoy in 1871 as an act of 
stu)iendou3 folly from tiie effect of 
which the country, after the lapse of 
seven years, has not yet recovered. 
Tho local premier stated in the House on 
Mondaytbat had thegovemment listen- 
ed to Mr. Eduau in 1871 the Island 
railway would lia\'o bi'pu constructi'd, 
but that the main line would (or might) 
have been sacriliced. This conclusion 
is scarcely sustained by the record, i\Ir. 
M.\CKENZIE having oflered to build the 
Island railway inimediateli/ nnd to com- 
monco railway construction on the 
mainland as soon as the sin-vei/n had 
been completed. We have always be- 
lieved that that offer was sus- 
ceptible of amendment; and wo 
called on the jrovernmcnt to 
negotiate with the Dominion govern 
ment on the basis laid down. Tlie 
government refused to listen to any 
n'tcra'-icn of the i-vm-r 
the original terms in 
their entirety ; and Mr. Walkem went 
to England with a petition to the 
Queen to have the original terms pre- 
served intact. There tho original 
terms were altered and tho C'aun.\rvos" 
settlement was brought back. But 
meanwhile the hostile attitude of the 
province towards the liberal party had 
aroused' the active enmity of Mr. Blake 
and his follower!}, and they prevent- 
ed Mr. Mackenzie's compliance with 
the Carnauvon terms, and so the mat 
ter has dragged along ever since to the 
great injury of tho province. As in 
1874 we opposed the appeal to Eng 
land, 80 in 18SI we oppose a repetition 
of. the error. We believe that Mr. 
DeCosmos, in quarreling with Sir John 
Macdonald and insulting ^Ir. 'i'lifrcn, 
conitiiittetl a great indiscretion, ljut 
tliere was no occasion for this govern- 
ment to have become involved in tlie 
consequences of that indiscretion. They 
should have simply recalled Mr. De- 
Cosmos and substituted a delegate with 
more tact and less irritability to prose- 
cute the claim. Our remedy lies at 
Ottawa, not at London. It is Canada 
that has engaged to build the railway, 
not Great Britain ; and as Sir John 
'Macdokald's ministry have given I Ik; 
strongest possible proof of their inten- 
tion to deal justly with tlio province 
we cannot but regard tlic lastajipeal to 
England as oven a greater mistake than 
tho first ; because in tlie first instance 
we appealed against a government 
which ^vas supposed to be composed of 
our enemies, and in the latest instance 
weliave appealed against a government 
which is known to be composed of our 
friend.?. It may be in order for the 
Free Pre.^s to exult over .tho misfor- 
tunes of a jjeople who arc constantly 
forced into dangerous positions by a 
bad government ; but there are hun- 
dreds of men on the island wiio lio not 
sympathize with eithgr of the apjieals 
and who suffer to day from the conse- 
quences of both. 

THE ALLEN SCAX/UL. 

Tlio A[,li:n .scandal has been settled 
in tho interests of justice and truth, 
and Allen, like Cincinnatis, has 
returned to his plough. A committe." 
of the House unanimously reported 
that so far from i\tr. Ai.lkn owing the 
treasury a large sum of money on 
account of tax collections, the trt^-isury 
was indebtcti to him in the stun of 
§02. 10. 'J'iiis turn the debtor drew on 
Thursday, and after having made somo 
little liearta at the British Columbia 
Orphans' Home lighter by a generous 
benefaction ho left yesterday for homo. 
Mr. Ai,li;n, a jjlain, ine.xiicriencod 
farmer, waged a long fight against 

■ great odds. In tho settlement of his 
accounts he encountered men skilled in 
Gnance and subtle in subterfuge ; 

''trained to business and adepts in tho

men on their chosen battlefield and 
overcame them with tho force whicli 
which lent his argument and a sense of 

- injustice imparted to his tongue. It af- 
fords us pleasure to note tho fact that 
he has emerged from the trying ordeal 
a victor.

. now and repose upon his laurels, in the

I'HOStOU.ATION. 

His Honor tho Lieut, tiovornor, ac- 
companied by his private Secretary, Capt. 
Tatlow, entered tlie House at 3 o'clock. 
After His Honor was seated the Clerk 
read tho titles of tho Acts passed during 
tho session, ti list of which was published 
in The CvhiiUt yestord;\y morning, to all 
of ivhich Ilis Honor gave his assent. Ho 
then delivered tho following speech : — 
Mr. Speah-r tnul GenUfmen uf tJip 
latii-e A.^.-<e>nhly : 
Before relioviiig you from further at- 
tendance, 1 desire to express my appreci- 
ation of the careful attention you have 
given to tho several subjects placed bo- 
fore you for consideration. 

I shall take the o.'trliest opportunity, in 
compliance with your wishes, of forward- 
ing the petition which you have addressed 
to Her Slajesty respecting the failure of 
tho Dominion to fulfil its railway ongago- 
inents with tho Province. 

Of the several measures to whicli T 
have given my assent, one of tho most 
important is j'our Act respecting tho Ad- 
ministration of Justice. It is a necessary 
supplement to your legislation of 1878 on 
tho same subject; and 1 have full confi- 
dence, when it comes into operation, its 
benofici:il nitluonco will be felt both by 
tho suitor and tlio Province- especially 
in tho large reduction it is likely to ell'oct 
in the cost of administration of justice. 

I congratulate you on having also ac- 
complished a very useful work in tho 
amondmoiil anil _ con.snlidation of tho 
numerous Muuioip;il .-Vets, which o.xleiul 
as far back as 1871. Vour laboiir.s in this 
respect will bo of great service to muni- 
cipal institutions, and will niaiuiially 
tend to encourage their growth and pros- 
perity. 

Before taking leave of you, I desire to 
express a fervent liope that tlu; futiiro of 
the Province will be one of happiness and 
prosperity, and that it will rapidly take 
its placo as a worthy rival of tlio older 
Provinces of tho Dominion. 

Mr. Humphreys, Provincial Secretary, 
announced that tho House stood i>ro- 
rogued till Monday 23d May next.

The Feaoe Biver District an& tlie Geo- 

lOETical lAusoura. 

Tlio quarterly meeting of tho Natural 
History Society was held Fob. l?Sth, in 
tho Society's Hall, Montreal, Principal 
Dawson presiding. 

Dr. G. M. Dawson road a valuable 
paper on the Peace River District, of 
which the fol owing is a brief abstract : 

It may bo said that absolutely iiotliing 
was known of the geology of "tho groat 
region through which the Peace River 
flows till l.S7r>. In that year iVIr. Solwyn, 
tho director of the (Geographical Survey, 
visited the district, o.xploring tho Poaco 
River as far down as the confluence of 
tho Smoky River. Tho results of this 
survey were published in tho Geological 
•Survey report, and constitute tho basis of 
subaoquout work. In 1870 it was con- 
sidered dcsirabio to obtain definite infor- 
mation of tho Peace River district in con- 
nection with the projected line of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Tho geologi- 
cal and geographical results of this ex- 
penditure in conjunction witii those bo- 
fore obtained now enable a clear general 
vieu- to bo taken of tho region. Tho 
Rocky Mountains formed a shore lino 
during tho deposition of the cretaceous 
rocks, which, strotcliing eastward over a 
diiitance of at least 350 miles, imply the 
oxi.stcnce of a sea of that width. Near 
tho mounttiiiis those rocks are almost alto- 
gctlioi' represented by samL'^tones and 
conglomerates, while to tlio eastward 
shales are more alnmdant, till Oil the 
.Smolcy River the foniuition re'aolvos.. it- 
self into the following subdivisions, name- 
ly from the highest downward: Upper 
Sandstones, Tppor Shales, Lower Sand- 
stones, Lower .Shales. Tlieso represent 
in a general way tho Fox Hill, Pierro, 
Niobrara aud lieiiton sulidivisions of tho 
I'niteil States ;^col. .uists, but, as found to 
the .s.iiitli, the subdivisions in tliisregion 
become loss definite on approaching tho 
Rooky Mountains. A largo number of 
fossils have been obtained from tho 
"Upper Shales," which are dofinitoly cor- 
related with the Pierre group, wliile an 
interesting ostuarino and frosh-wator 
fauna, with plant romains, characterizes 
tho Lower Sandstones. Tho economic 
importance of these rocks is found in the 
fact that coal seams occur on two separate 
horizon."?, viz.. tho Upper and Lower 
Saiulstonos. The coalsofthe latter, near 
tho mountains, are of very gootl quality 
and resemble true liituminous coals. 
Those of the latter must bo classed as 
lignites, but still have a high calorific 
value. It cannot bo doubted that these 
fuels will before long bo extensively 
mined, for the portion of tho Peace River 
Valley embraced in the e.xnloration ot. 
1879 is estimated to contain about 2;5,000 
square miles of good soil, which, should 
tho climate bo as favorable for the growth 
of wheat as wo have reason to believe, 
would produce over 300,000,000 bushels 
auniiallj'. Mr. Whiteaves made a report 
on specimens of fossils obtained in tho 
Peace River district by Messrs. Selwyn 
and Dawson. 

Mr. Horotalsy and Mr, riomins:. 

Mr. Horctzkj', C. E. , is carrying on a 
stiU'corrospondence with tho late chief engi- 
neer ot tho railway. It appear.s that Mr.

I also owe to 
Mr. Fleming and to the juiblic tho duty 
of contrasting his p.ast position in 18C0 
with his present ono .as Chancellor of 
Queen's L'niversity, for tho patrons and 
supporters of that institution have a right 
to know tho exact antecetlents of their 
Chancellor. 1 can only express my regret 
at tho turn matters have assumed, but 
Mr. Fleming h.ad it entirely in his own 
hands."

Iloooivod at tho Hands of tho 
Govomsiont. 

Kami.oop.s, March 12, 1881, 
To TIIK KiiiTOit: — A short time ago 
ill reading your paper I saw wiiore Jlr. 
Walkemgotup inhis place in tho House 
andsaid that nil workmen liad been paid 
for their work oii the roads on the 
niainlnnii. I am surprised that gen- 
tleman should make the statement when 
ho rertainly known that it is not the 
case. 

In the summer of 1878 I took a 
contract to construct a wagon road from 

Kaniloopa to Tranquillo, distance 
about sevon miles, and gave bonds for 
tho due performance of the contract. 
As soon a.s tho cont;ract was signed I 
commenced work with three hired men 
and myself and worked for twenty- 
three days finishing all tho lieavy 
work, when the late Oovornment 
Agent ordered ine to stop, which I did. 
I paid my men oti out of my own 
pocket and as yet havo never received 
one dollar from the tJovernmont, 
altliougli I havo made iiuudreds of ap- 
plications for payment to the present 
administration. In the fall of 1878 
-Mr. Lrssher notified nio to comploto niy 
contract whicii 1 di.l, but not in time 
for liiin to receive the work before the 
snow fell. In tho spring of lS~i> I 
went over the road and repaired all tlie 
damage done by freshets to make good 
my contract. 1 then asked Mr, Ussher 
to go over the work and receive the 
contract. This he repeatedly jironiised 
to do, but never did ,so. Now J liavu 
written to lilr. Walkcin re])eatedly and 
the only satisfaction 1 have got was 
last summer when tho government 
agent hero notified me that if I gave 
him a clear receipt ho would give mo 
.'?250. This T refused to do, as I consid- 
er my contract was fulfilled to the letter 
as I can prove by any of the settlors at 
Tranquillo or any ono who has travelled 
over tho road. I am out of pocket 
over $300 cask besides my own time 
and it seems strange that a govern- 
ment .supposed to be tho champions of 
tho workingman should attempt to 
lieat me out of my honest duf. 1 would, 
through the medium of your coluinns, 
warn all workingnien against the pro- 
sent, trln who run tho machine across 
the Bay. I leave the matter to the 
public to judge between the Walkem 
government and myself who is to blame 
in this matter. If 1 was entitled to 
the.S2r)0 why am I not entitled to tho 
whole of my money? Perhaps !Mr. 
Walkem will explain in his place in 
the House. I can assure the public 
that all the workmen on the roads were 
not paid for last summer's work as I am 
well acquainted with ono who still has 
a claim of about ,slOO for labor per- 
formed on tho roads in the vicinity of 
Kamluops last summer. Mr. Editor, 
I write this to let the ]iublicknow that 
such stutenients made by Mr, Walkem 
in the ifouse arc not to bo relied on, 
and also to show that the Finance 
Minister'.s annual stalemont of tho 
liabilities of the Province in not correct 
and is calculated to mislead the. public.

Tho Canadian Pacific Bail'vay.

It may havo been noticed that the 
eable has just brought the news of the 
ratification by the Canadian Parliament 
of the contract entered into between 
the llominion Government and a syn- 
dicate of English, French and Ameri- 
can cai>italists for tho oonstructioii of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. The 
significance of this news is, periiap.s, 
hardly sufficiently realized in this coun- 
try, "a railway nearly ;i,000 miles 
long, reaching from the Atlantic 
f tlic Pacific, and travor>iiig vast sec- 
tions of as vet undeveloped territory, 
has cea.sed to bo a novelty, and, thero- 
fore, the announcement of such a pro- 
ject fails, to some extent, to secure at- 
"tention from llie public at large. But, 
in the present instance, there are sev- 
eral reasons why more prominence 
should bo given, and greater lieed paid 
to tho undertaking to which the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion and the syn- 
dicate have mutually committed them 
selves. For when the LTnion Pacific 
Railway was being built the population 
of the United States averaged thirty- 
,sevcn millions, its revenue seventy 
millions, and its total trade ono hun- 
dred and thirty millions sterling. Cnn- 
nda, on the other hand, now has a pop- 
ulation of 4,000,000; its revenue dur- 
ing the jiast financial year was, in round 
numbers, XI, 900, 000; and its total im- 
ports and exports, .£.'55,500,000. Wo 
are accustomed to acknowledge the go- 
ahead qualities of the citizens of the 
great Republic; but surely the contrast 
presented by these figures, without 
considering the relative development of 
the tiwo countries, is striking enough to 
lead us to respect also the enleri>rise of 
our Canadian fellow-subjects. But is 
not the responsibility about to be un- 
dertaken more than tho country is justi- 
fied in assuming? The answer to this 
is tiiat its ministers and tho majority of 
its people think not, and are convinced 
of tho advi.'ibility of building tho line 
at once. The best jusLiiicntion of their 
policy i.s, however, to bo found in tlie 
advantages which will undoubtedly re- 
sult from the construction of the road. 
These may be briefly indicated, 

When completed the railway will be 
2, GOO miles in length. Of this, just 
one-tenth, namely, 2G0 miles, is now in 
operation, 500 more will bo finish- 
ed within twelve months, and by Jan- 
uary 1st, 1885, it officially stated, 
communication by water and rail will 
be complete from England through 
Canada to the Eocky Mountains. Its 
cost is to be met by a subsidy in work 
already undertaken and in cash, of some 
eleven millions Stirling and by a land 
grant of twenty-five millions of acres 
of prairie land contiguous to the line. 
For the completionjo|^the^w^hole under- 
taking ton years £re, assigned^iud pay- 
ments will of course be made pari passu 
with the progress o£ the work. This 
consCitutes one side of tho account, 



Turning to the other wo liiul there a 
set-olT which goes toward.s balancing 
matters. If we consider, first, tho ad- 
vraitages of tho line from an fmperial 
point of view, it is obvious that the 
railway -will supply a new routo to our 
Eastern possessions through a country 
inhabited by our fellow subjects and 
governed by what may, in this connec- 
tion, be termed English laws. Mr. 
Sandford Fleming, C. M. S., the late 
chief engineer of- tho line, says: — "Es- 
quimalt, the naval station on thn Pa- 
cific, and possibly tlio great Pacific :ir- 
senal of the future, is .some four 
months' steaming distance from Eng- 
land. By tho projected line it would 
be possible to carry dispatches from 
London to this station on the Pacih'o 
in thirteen and fourteen day.s, and New 
Zealand would be reached in loss time 
that it has ever boon yet." And he 
points out that the Australian colonies 
and every British station in the North 
and South Pacific Oceans are deeply 
interested in the project. 

But tho benefits which may bo ex- 
pected to accrue to Canada herself — 
thus, indirectly, to the Empire at 
large — are even still more conspicuous. 
The impetus the construction of the 
lino will give to tho immigration of 
agriculturists, to the development of 
all the resources of the North-Wcst, 
and consequently to every branch of 
trade throughout the Dominion, cannot 
be other than imuienso. We have 
lately heard a good deal of Manitoba, 
and this in itself is matter for congratu- 
lation, ilnt there is some risk that ii 
may be thought that Manitoba, with 
its present limited lioundarics, monopo- 
lises all tho fertile territory in the in- 
terior of the Dominion. Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. That in- 
terior is equal in extent to fully half, if 
not two-thirds, of Europe; and Mauitol a 
is a small though ra])idly developing 
corner of it. Tho prairio region of this 
vast territory is estimated to measure 
about three hundred million acres, and 
of this Professor Macoun, by whom it 
was specially explored, calculates that 
one-half is fit for fanning and gra;:ing 
purposes, and some 80,000,000 acres 
suitable for cultivation. Tlien there is 
the mountain region, with its great 
mineral wealth, coal of capital quality, 
nnd iron oyiwtiiig in pmfiiNion, ftnd tM^ 
"colour" of gold being found in almost 
every river in British Columbia; and 
lastly, the woodland region, less valu- 
able whether from an agricultural or 
mineral point of view, but still of vast 
extent. The new railway, when built, 
can of course directly afinset but a small 
portion of these territories. But with 
tho tide of emigration setting in, as it 
appears now to be lioing, among our 
tenant farmers, the influence it must 
neces.sarily liaveindeveloping the coun- 
try will inevitably be groat and far- 
reaching. Take for example what has 
occurred in JNIanitoba during the last 
two or three years, since coiiimunica- 
tion with it has been improved. In 
spito of inucli llagrnnt misrepre- 
sentation as to climate, . tho pro- 
vince has grown enormously. Its 
population is now over 78,000; nllages 
are springing up even in the most re- 
mote districts, and settlers aro locating 
themselves in all directions. Winni- 
peg, its capital, described by Lord Duf- 
ferin as the halfway house of the Con- 
tinent, and the future "umbilicus" of 
the Dominion, has, in the course of the 
last decado, increased tho number of its 
inhal)itants from a few hundreds to up- 
wards of 12,000. And with a soil in 
many districts admit ted to bo among 
tho most fertile in the world ; with a 
climate unquestionably healthy, though 
severe; with mineral wealth, the e.\ 
tent of which has not yet been gauged ; 
and with a system of waterways in the 
form of lakes and livers which cannot 
be equalled in any part of the globe, it 
is manifest that all Canada wants in 
this respect is the development of her 
resources, and as the necessary first step 
towards this end the construction of a 
Canadian Pacific Railway is called for 
by the needs of the country, and justi- 
fied by the almost immeasurable advan- 
tages it will confer, Tho work of de- 
velopment, like the building of the 
lino itself, must necessarily bo a matter 
of time. The two will, in fact, go side 
by side. And just as land which is 
now nominally worth a dollar an apre, 
or which can be had almost for the 
asking, will by the next generation have 
assumed a real and high market value, 
so we may justly assume that tho Cun- 
adian Pacific Railro.ad will be the 
means of contributing greatly to the 
progress of the Dominion, and thu.s 
adding ulike to tho prestige and wealth 
of the Empire.

'■The correspondence capturetl at Ca- 
bal," f.ays VcDiiti/ lair, "is enough by 
itself to opini tho eyes of tho Englisli 
ueopic, if thoy would but study it and 
the facts connected with it, to certain 
truths which we have already preached. 
Those truths are: 

1. That Kuisia is tlie uncompromis- 
ing enemy of Egnland, working cease- 
lessly for the ruin of English power in 
India, 

2. That her czar, her ministers and 
her ambassadors are not to be believ(;d 
even when they make the most solemn 
assurances that' they- will abstain from 
acts of injury to England. 

3. That English ministers so far from 
recognizing these truths and being de 
tcrmiued to resist Russia, do but aj)[)ly 
themselves to contealing the facts from 
their countrynnn, to making fresh e.x 
cuses for ovary fresh ^act of violence or 
perfidy, and to lulling tho country into 
a statt3 of false security. 

We have always added that England 
cati resist Russia if once they can find 
a determination in the English people 
to do it; but that the only po-ssibilty ol 
a successful resistatoe.,lie.s in its being 
made along the whole'line, everywhere, 
and with all the' means at our com 
mand. 

Such revelations nn these of tl.o C-- 
bul correapuiidciico would suffice to 
settle the. (juoJtipn with a people capa- 



ble of understanding facts, aad toforM 
tho ministers of that people to do their 
duty.' "Whether anything will suffice 
to produce such an etTect upon tho 
Englisli ppO])lo, is a question which, in 
our late exiiorience of their icnorance 
and thoir indiil'eronce, we cannot ven- 
ture to resolve in the affirmative." 

The correspondence referred to has 
just been laid before tho British pub- 
lic. In detached fragments, it cannot 
well be understood, but we hope togivea 
few extracts at an earlv ilate, in order 
to show tlio uiulerlianded and cowardly 
conduct of Ru^isia in iier relations with 
Afghan and Britisli interests.

The Directors in making thoir Annual Report havo to inform tho Subscribers 
that during the past yenv thoy havo Biiccuodocl in pvircliasinR a plot of land of 5 acres 
immediately adjuiiiin;^ tho Hospital, fi)r tho purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection witli tho Hospital. The Government liavc voted a sum of 
money for the erection of tho necessary buildings; but before tho works could be 
commenced the Government required tho land to bo convoyed to tho Crown, which 
has been done. The coming spring will, it is hoped, sec this most necessary adjunct 
to the institutions of tlie Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that the House of Assembly have passed a resolution com- 
olctely reversing tho policy under which the Tlospital Ikih been for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; liithorto the Government have been content with hav- 
ing two Diroftors on tlie Board, and a.s a rule these Govcrnniont Directors have been 
active and useful members, and have fully answered the purposes for which they wore 
placed on tho Board. 

The other Directors arc the nominees of tho Subscribers. The proposed cliange 
will be detrimental to the interests of tJioso for whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a groat deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efbciently by ciglit gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is .supposing tuo much, [iiid tlio inevitable result will bo a rocurrcnco 
to the worst evils of the past. The interest wliich the public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and the active and friendly assistance given by 
- many will hardly be extended to a purely (iovoinnient institution. 

The Directors have again to express tlieir thanks to Messrs. Dutismuir and tho 
Yapcotivor Goal Company for donation."! of coal and to various charitable Bocielies nnd 
individt^ls who have generously contributed to the support of tho institution. 

The affairs of the Hospital have been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
the amount of sufl'ering.s relieved and the Treasurer's account of the cx-pcndituro. 

In closing this report the Directors regret that tho change introduced by tlie 
iGoyomment will prevent tliciu again oflcring thoir 8omco8, and from tho applications 
which have been received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that tho closing of one of the most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately be the result. 

There yet remains to bo considered tho question of tho ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tlie terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will jifloct it. On this subject tho Directors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who havo 
always rendered me any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
" attention of the Board of Directors to tho admirable manner in which tho Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for tho patients compatible with the discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
